in Richardson Divorce Suit

REBEL. 


Aniorlcnn Captain Burns Filipino Village 


Driving Inhabitant* to Inniir-

MANILA., June 18.—C'apt. Andrew -&- 


Eowen of the Nineteenth infantry is un- 
der investigation for the destruction of 
a town and thereby causing an active 
renewal of the insurrection in the island 
of Bohol. A native who had assassin- 
ated a corporal was caught and killed. 
Captain Rowan then burned an adja- 
cent town, 
and the people 
inllummed 


with 'rape, rejoined the insurgents. 


One hundred and fifty former United 


States soldiers, a majority of them be- 
ing capable employes of the civil depart- 
ments, have protested to Gen. MacAr- 
thur aguinst the alleged arbitrary exer- 
cise' of discretionary authority on the 
part of the civil board. The law gives 
the board discretion to make a rule re- 
quiring the examinations of old employes 
and the board has not announced wheth- 
er it will or will not require these exam- 
inations. All the petitioners agree to 
resign rather than submit to examina- 
tions, and will accept private employ- 
ment unless the matter is settled quick-
